Scots Toiling To 
Assimilate Canada 


(By Bruce Hutchison in “Victoria 


Times”) 


The Legislature of British Colum¬ 
bia has lately displayed a d stressing 
ignorance of us Scots. Mrs. Laura 
Jamieson, M.L.A., says that Canada 
hes not yet assimilated either the 
Japanese or “the descendants of the 
wild Highlanders who, a few centur¬ 
ies ago, offered human sacrifices on 
stone mounds in Scotland.” The fact 
of course, is that we Scots have not 
i.uito assim lated the Canadian yet. 
But we will. Give us a little more 
time. 

On the whole, I feel that we have 
treated the Canadians with a fine tol¬ 
erance and a minimum of racial pre¬ 
judice. We always employed them, 
at reasonable rates, since the earliest 
days. We hired them to paddle our 
fur-trade canoes and we played our 
bagp pes all day tp encourage their 
labors. When we built our i ail ways 
we always employed the Canadians to 
lay the track and haul the gravel. We 
never held their birth against them 
when it came to giving them jobs. 
But small thanks have we received 
from Canadians like Mrs. Jamieson. 

Nay, we introduced the Canadians 
to our most sacred r tes. We taught 
them to drink our whiskey. Under its 
mellow influence the Canadians have 
sometimes risen almost to our level, 
even members of the British Colum¬ 
bia Legislature. And if, as Mrs. Jam¬ 
ieson alleges, there 1 as been a fal¬ 
ling off in Canad an culture lately, 
you can blame the present war-time 
si or:age of the e:sentials of a cul¬ 
tured life. 

How patiently we have toiled to 
uplift the Canadians to our level. Not 
by pressm • our culture upon them, 
not by dictation f om the top like the 
Germans, but by the fine example of 
humility from the bottom. Never by 
wo d or h nt, do we suggest our su- 
periority. We go about this country 
a.s if we were merely Canadians our- 
s Ives, askng no recojyj.ition and no 
favors, just letting our “Scotch ooze 
quietly into the veins of society, and 
glad to let it ooze into ours when¬ 
ever w.e are invited. 

And how modestly do we display, 
almost with apology, t’ e sublime tal- 
>ent of our race! Once a year only, on 
Bu.ns night, we hold aloft the torch 
of our genius so that the barbarian in 
the far wasteands may see it for a 
moment, and, perhaps strive for bet¬ 
ter things. We have never sought to 
force our language upon these race*. 
V\ e talk the Gaelic only among our¬ 
selves. We do not compel the schools 
to teach it. We do not demand biling¬ 
ualism as well we m ght. 

In politics we are equally humble. 
It is well known that we have been 
managing the nation’s business since 
the Battle of the Plains, that we have 
supplied most of the prime ministers 
of Canada and a majority of the cab¬ 
inet ministers, and the House of Com¬ 
mons has always been under our con¬ 
trol. But we have never been corrupt¬ 
ed by power. We take other races into 
our cabinets, we let them hold all but 
thi highest posts, where special tal¬ 
ents are required. We never called 
ourselves the Master Race. We didn’t 
have to. 

Could any conquero s be mo: e kind 
and humane? Does human history 
he'd the record of any dominant race 
which treated the lesser breeds so 
coniprs innately ? We are a modest, 
cuiet. unobtrusive people, content to 
hold our innocent banquets and out¬ 
door sports, to play our pipes in sec¬ 
ret and wear the kilts on rare occas¬ 
ions. while most of the time we carry 
the awful responsibility of the coun¬ 
try on our backs without complaint.

stores, lingerie counters and the gov¬ 
ernment liquor dispensaries. 

We have romanticized ourselves 
into the picture of a pitiful maiden, 
chained by the heavy links of destiny, 
oppressed by the dragons of our eco¬ 
nomic system, and waiting for some 
C: 1 had to rescue us. Thus is the leg¬ 
end on which many reformers hope 
to ride to power. They will save us 
from desl tution. They will rescue the 
maiden from her rags and cold dun¬ 
geon. They will give her the blessings 
of government management, which is 
n iw enjoyed throughout the truly 
ci.ilized world, wheie most people aie 
hungry and cold. But after they have 
rescued us they -will find it hard to 
i iprove much on the paiticular boom 
we are now in.

AUTHORITIES

Value of Toxoid Emphasized as Fears 
Expressed Returning Troops May 
Prove to Be “Carriers’

TORONTO-—The authentic report 
from the health division of UNRRA 
/that Nazi armies carried diphtheria 
with them to all parts of invaded 
Europe is significant in that it serves 
to 'emphasize the value of toxoid and 
just what can happen when health 
services, including immunization, are 
disrupted or -neglected. Canadian 
health authorities have reason for 
'alarm over such a report. 

The UNRRA report said Norway, 
the Nethei lands, Belgium, Northern 
France and Czechoslovakaia suffered Office Phone 45 
especially. Only Great Britain and 
Hungary, where immunization was 
pushed to the limit, escaped the 
scourge. - 

Disease carriers with the Nazi 
armies spread diphtheria epidemics 
wherever they went. The same can 
happen in Canada, with our own re¬ 
turn ng troops perhaps being the 
innocent “carriers”. 

In an editorial warning against 
diphtheria, the Toronto Globe and 
Mail said that “considering that thou¬ 
sands of Canadian soldiers soon will 
be returning from the Netherlands, 

Belgium and Northern France, which 
have especially suffered from the Ger¬ 
man-borne scourge, the value of toxoid 
is underlined.” 

The editorial was published during 
observance of Toronto’s 15th annual 
Toxoid Week, sponsored by the Health 
League of Canada and the Toronto De¬ 
partment of Public Health. It stated 
that "careless parents who fail to take 
advantage of t)he opportunity to have 
children treated at no cost to them 
will he derelict in duty if they fail 
to guard against a threatened invasion 
of the disease. They surely ought 
to be shaken from their indifference 
by the warning that oceans constitute 
no effective barrier against a disease 
of the diphthria type.”

MORE BARLEY IS NEEDED 


A sortage of barley for feed pur¬ 
poses is apparent in many heavy pro¬ 
ducing live stock areas of the black 
ahd grey soil belts. This shortage is 
due to increased demands for barley 
for live stock feed in all parts of Can¬ 
ada and because of the expanded mar¬ 
ket existing at the present time .for 
barley of malting quality. It is true 
also that farmers decreased their 
acreages of barley in 1944 in order 
to grow more wheat. 

If hog production is to be main¬ 
tained, to meet national requirements 
then farmers and feeders should make 
immediate plans to provide them¬ 
selves with adequate barley supplies. 
Any feed barley that is needed be¬ 
fore the 1945 crop is harvested should 
be obtained without delay. When rail¬ 
way cars become available' shipments 
will increase to outside markets and 
barley shortages now acute in some 
districts, are anticipated in many 
others. To maintain the live stock in¬ 
dustry so essential for national re¬ 
quirements and equally essential to 
the farm economy of the black and 
gj;ey soil belts, an increased acreage 
of barley is needed in 1945. 

There are still ample supplies of 
comm ercia l barley of good germina¬ 
tion In areas where this acreage should 
be increased. This grain, cleaned for 
seed, can be used to advantage in in¬ 
creasing acreages to avert similar 
shortages another year.
